The cited primary reference, Chuah, teaches a method for detecting a signal transmitted 
by a transmitter, comprising : 

If signal is < initial detection threshold 

determine if signal 1'' power threshold, (DTHRESH) 

If yes inform transmitter to increase signal strength by 1** 
predetermined amount and re-transmit 

Ifno-> 

Determine if signal >= 2"** power threshold (PTRHESH) 

If yes -> inform transmitter to increase signal strength 
by 2"^ predetermined amoant and re-transmit 

If no ^ do not inform transmitter, such that 
transmitter increases signal strength by 3'*^ predetermined amount. 

Points of distinction 

1 , The method of Chuah, taught above, does not relate to re-transmission. Chuah 
states that it is a method fox providing muhi-detection thresholds in a receiver to 
allow a receiver to dijfferentiate signals falling below a single threshold. Chuah is 
silent with respect to re-transmission of signals. By contrast, the invention teaches 
a method of re-transmission (i.e., first information units and second information 
units). The invention is directed to transmitting first information units, 
monitoring if correct reception of the transmission units occurred and transmitting 
second information units for which the first information units the monitormg did 
not indicate correct reception occurred, at a second power level whichjs 
rontrolled on the basis of the disparity betw een target and actual quality of 
ri^eption parameters for the y prr^nd information units, (see point 2 below) 
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2. In the re-transmission method of the invention, the second power level (for re- 
transmission) is a function of the disparity between the target and actual 
(detected) quality of reception parameters. In other words it is variable dependent 
upon feedback from the quality of reception parameters. By contrast, Chuah 
teaches (see above), for a single transmission, changing the power level by a fixed 
amount* (i.e., 1^ 2^^** and 3'** predetermined amounts) 
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
